Kain thought the role of public 
information in society might be enough, without all the details about 
individual plications fnd ftei* o*» : . KducaUon 

might be treated more generally without going into curricula, 

Kain thought information about. sitting and standing height of people, 
the eet of their teeth, and cranial coofiguratioucould be jdayed down*, 
i. e., physical anthropology could be reduced. Perhaps the details ©a 
customs and social outlook could >p reduced since SORO has pre-
